Miss Wilson has gathered much lore of old coaching days 
into a lively and agreeable book, which might have been better 
written. Coachdrivers and guards were real characters, and 
here they reveal themselves in all their humour and cunning, 
supporting old Weller’s idea that a judge of horseflesh is a 
judge of the points of a man too. Palmer, who started mail- 
coaches in 1784, was very successful, in spite of the torpor of 
postal officials. Others made fortunes only to lose them, or 
give way to a mad spirit of competition. ‘“ Flying” coaches 
did ten miles an hour over long distances. Coaches have run 
recently from London in great style as a survival of luxury, 
but not in the winter. The cold outside a coach was terrible, 
and only youth could enjoy it. Miss Wilson has quoted Tom 
Brown. A contemporary of his, after two days of exposure 
on the Oxford coach, became stone-deaf from cold. 

Galloping Shoes gives, in easy and cleverly-rhymed verse, 
the joys of life on horseback, and sometimes the author strikes 
a deeper note. He shows his horsemen after the war, and pays 
good tributes to Lindsay Gordon and Whyte Melville. The 
illustrations are attractive, but strike us as a little heavy in 
the reproductions, except that of a wintry road. 

Mr. Richard Kearton and his brother are past-masters of 
bird-lore and photography. Their latest book is a delight, 
and the pictures are things of beauty, particularly the views 
of nests and young birds on sprays. The author’s long observa- 
tion has given us many secrets, and his warning in the preface 
about wanton destruction will, we hope, be read far and wide. 

Mr. Batten has evidently close knowledge of the world of the 
wild, and his stories should be alluring to young people. He 
frankly anthropomorphises his diversity of creatures. Some of 
his detail, like “* dunnage ” and “* pumpkin pie ” wil] be strange 
over here, and he has not learnt the charm of simplicity. We 
read of hounds “ progressing in a direction quite irrespective 
of their efforts.’ Mr. Reynolds pictures well animals in moments 
of stress. 

The wizard elk, which has come to us from Norway, shares 
the hero’s honours with a strange hunter in a fine story which 
carries off bold, picturesque language. The writing is full 
of a sense of beauty and mystery. There is a splendid dog, and 
his master is very real, whether trailing relentlessly, or in the 
pangs of pneumonia. Mr. Bonhus is a discovery for English 
readers. Mr. Rountree’s sketches help us to realise the wild 
life and uncouth figures in a region where civilisation seldom 
intrudes. 

Mr. Harper has rambled with his cycle in Holland as a stranger 
with no particular knowledge. He has independence of view and 
a keen eye for architecture, and produces impressions, not a 
guide-book. His sketches have caught a good deal of picturesque- 
ness. The text, including slight doses of history, is easy 
and jaunty. The jauntiness does not always please us. The 
talk with the ex-Kaiser’s son at Wieringen should be a popular 
feature. The exile, we learn, speaks excellent English. Mr. 
Harper girds at Dutch attempts in that direction, but he ought 
to be grateful for finding any attempts at all. How much 
worse would a foreigner fare in this country ! 

In the Press of the moment we may miss discussion of some 
things important, but we are certain to find “records” and 
curiosities. The whole world, we gather, wants to hear of them 
every day. So the shooting “ records” Mr. Gladstone has gathered 


with great zeal and a keen eye for exaggerators should be popular. 
Others may prefer his notes on guns and the flight of birds. 
Modern exponents of shooting, like Rimington Wilson, certainly 
have shown remarkable skill, and can do wonders with “* driven *’ 
birds. 1,070 grouse have been killed in one day, and 6,943 
rabbits, while 504 starlings have fallen to one shot. The 
‘** freak ” prize seems to belong to an Irishman, who, firing at a 
grouse, killed a hare he did not see and a salmon jumping out of 
a river as well. 

Mr. Looker’s anthology of travel is a capital idea. It has no 
illustrations, but it is so full of pictures for the mind’s eye that 
we include it here. Those whose migrations are only “ from the 
blue bed to the brown,” may relish by the fireside a wide selection 
of emotions and adventures. All sorts of travellers are here, from 
men who leave their country to escape from themselves, to men 
of science, men of letters, preachers of the Gospel, and men who, 
like Lamb, refused to leave London. The variety is a great 
charm. The imaginists include Herodotus and Trelawny. 
Opening on two pages, we find Lord Dufferin undressed and 
tucked up in bed, with a kiss, by an Icelandic maiden, and 
Borrow snubbed for interfering with a Catalan gentleman, who 
was good enough to stab his lady. Among the humours of 
travel we recall Samuel Butler’s agony, when he was snowed up 
in a hut in New Zealand. Two bold volunteers went out and 
secured a keg, supposed to hold brandy, but opened only on 
vinegar. Here, however, copyright, which has cut out some 
notable travellers, may have intervened. Mr. Looker has secured 
enough to contradict the melancholy reflection that ramblers 
cannot write and writers seldom ramble. We notice particularly 
that brilliant writer, Winwood Reade. 

There is no index of authors, topics, regions or first lines. As 
Mr. Looker is preparing further anthologies, this obvious 
point for the reader’s convenience seems worth mentioning.

Among the books which picture lovers may be tempted to buy 
or give away this Christmas is a collection of Wenceslaus Hollar’, 
Views of London and Windsor in the Seventeenth Century, collected 
and commented on by Mr. Arthur Hind. It is an admirable 
piece of archzology as well as connoisseurship. His catalogues 
with topographical notes, clarifies one of the chief sources of the 
study of London topography in the seventeenth century, and the 
reproductions are a joy. Hollar was an exquisite artist. He 
was not a great engraver of portraits, nor did he excel in rendering 
the movement of life. But his rendering of landscape, topo- 
graphy, costume and still life are remarkable for a delicate 
sureness, fidelity and dignity. What perfect little pictures, 
one exclaims, as one turns over these engravings of London and 
Windsor, of churches and streets and interiors, exteriors and 
wide, minutely drawn perspectives. Hollar was born in 1607. 
Aubrey describes him as a “ friendly, good-natured man as could 
be, but shiftlesse as to the world.” His life was embarrassed. 
He died and was buried in St. Margaret’s, Westminster, in 1677. 
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It is nine years since Mr. Coburn, the American photographer, 
published his first volume of Men of Mark ; the second has just 
been issued and it shows his art at its best. Many of these 
portraits are extraordinarily satisfying and delightful possessions 
for hero-worshippers, physiognomists and artists. Mr. Coburn’s 
Thomas Hardy, Jacob Epstein, Joseph Conrad, Mestrovich, and 
his portrait of himself are particularly fine. The only criticism of 
this album is that some of the men in it have not made a deep 
enough mark to keep such company. In a preface he gossips 
genially about his sitters. It would have been more interesting 
if he had given us some information as to the aspect of each he 
wished most to bring out, and the means he adopted to that end. 
It is clear that he conceived Mr. Asquith’s head as a bust in 
marble ; Augustus John he over-dramatised a little. His 
Anatole France is very remarkable, whose large dark eyes, 
turned a little side-ways, remind one of those of Goethe in his 
old age, in their sensitive, placid watchfulness, though the arch 
of the Frenchman’s eyebrows is different and the whole face 
lacks that look of energetic sagacity softened by old age, so 
remarkable in the famous portrait of Goethe. Here is an art 
which will be of inestimable value to future generations. Mr. 
Coburn’s portrait of himself is almost as good as an Ingres. 

In Lotus-Land : Japan is a beautifully illustrated account of 
the places visited by Mr. Herbert Ponting, whose Antarctic 
photographs (he accompanied Capt. Scott) have earned him the 
reputation of being one of the best photographers in England. 
This book will sustain that reputation. The sacred peak of 
Fuji has been taken from new aspects. ‘“‘ He has discovered a 
new mountain in Japan,” one of his Japanese reviewers wrote. 
He spent five days on the summit. The letterpress is vivid and 
interesting, and the life of the people is as well illustrated as the 
scenery and as well described as his expeditions and climbs. 

The Bodley Head has also published an illustrated translation 
of La Rétisserie de la Reine Pédauque. Mr. William Locke 
contributes a judicious preface. The plates, of which there are 
twelve, are spirited, and show an unflagging fertility in invention. 
Here and there Mr. Papé’s line is too heavy, and occasionally the 
lustiness of the figures in movement is more suitable to the 
spirit of Balzac’s Contes Drolatiques than to the limpid and 
unruffled surface of Anatole”’France, who “will present tragic 
happenings consequent on the little follies, meannesses and 
passions of mankind with an emotionlessness which would be 
called delicate cruelty were the point of view that of one of the 
sons of earth, but ceases to be so when the presenting hands are 
calm and immortal.” This sentence is from Mr. Locke’s preface. 
It is probable that “ the delicate cruelty ” remains in spite of 
the hand being “calm and immortal”; but this is only a 
criticism of a charming book. not a condemnation of it. Les 
Opinions de Jéréme Coignard is, perhaps, the most radical 
breviary of scepticism which has appeared since Montaigne, 
indeed, compared with it, the Essaies might almost pass for a 
dogmatic book. The Abbé Jéréme Coignard is also the hero of 
La Rétiserie de la Reine Pédauque and, if not one of the most 
original, he is one of the most living of Anatole France’s 
characters. Subtle and abundant in speech, turn by turn 
priest. comedian, monk, lackey, after a hundred adventures, 
he dies at the house of a Jew, whom he has helped to carry off 
his niece, he is one of the three or four figures whom Anatole 
France has treated with his most benign irony. 

Messrs. Lane’s Omar Khayyam, illustrated by “ Fish,” is the 
last word in sumptuosity, but by no means in beauty. “ Fish ”’ 
has an odd little talent which, when devoted to illustrating 
weekly society chit-chat, amuses, by its ingenious freakishness, 
but she really ought to leave poetry alone. She has a rather 
niggling inventiveness in design ; she has invented a new comic 
chic, inspired by a kind of innocent morbidity. Her initial 
letters are more successful than her plates, on which she has 
lavished exquisite but misapplied pains. Persian miniatures 
interpreted by a temperament to which Vogue is a spiritual 
home defines the work of this latest illustrator of this incessantly 
illustrated poem. 

The illustrations to The Winter’s Tale, eight in number, are 
reproduced from tempora paintings by Mr. Maxwell Armfield. 
He produced The Winter’s Tale in New York and employed very 
simple backgrounds, either curtains or conventionalised archi- 
tecture. He took special pains with a premeditated scheme of 
body-movements, which forced certain postures and gestures and 
a kind of dance movement upon the actors. These pictures, 
some of which are as brightly coloured as medieval missals, are 
records of moments in the action as they appeared either in 
fact on the stage, or in his imagination. He has not chosen 


necessarily the most dramatic moments of the play for illus- 
tration. The Autolycus scene is a very pretty scheme for a 


dance and suggests, perhaps, the Garden of Boccaccio, rather 
than an English village green ; Perdita strikes one as a little 
Russian in her costume. But this is the kingdom of fancy. 
Happy the country which has no geography! The edition, 
with Mr. Armfield’s notes on production and illustrations, will 
be of service to future producers, as well as give pleasure to 
purchasers of Christmas books. He is inclined to over-value 
the symbolic use of colour. 

The illustration of a novel is a very different matter. While 
Mr. Armfield’s imagination is controlled by the fact that he is 
designing a spectacle which is moving before our eyes, and by 
means of these reproductions aims at arresting a moment of a 
pageant, or dramatic dance, which is actually taking place on 
the stage, Mr. Spencer Baird Nichols, who illustrates Dickens’ 
Christmas Stories (very attractively printed by the bye), and Mr. 
Rowland Wheelwright, who illustrates Ivanhoe for Messrs. 
Harrap, illustrate scenes which take place in that theatre 
which each of us carries under his own hat. Such an illustrator 
need not be decorative or esthetic; indeed, he is probably 
better for not trying to be either. What he requires, first and 
foremost, is a romantic, vivid, matter-of-fact imagination. Of 
course he is all the better for possessing a sense of design and 
good colour, but these faculties need not be developed in him in 
rare degree. Mr. Nichols’ sense of colour and of drama is old- 
fashioned. He is none the worse for this. His pictures of 
Scrooge, Tiny Tim and Caleb Plummer, are not interpretations 
of Dickens’ spirit, but they are the sort of illustrations which will 


~ make the young reader exclaim, ‘‘ What a lovely picture ! ” and 


want to read the story. Mr. Wheelwright’s illustrations of 
Ivanhoe are old-fashioned too and they are cruder; but they 
also serve the purpose of suggesting that Scott’s story is exciting 
and romantic. 

Mr. Jean Dulac’s illustrations of Mr. Locke’s Beloved Vagabond, 
on the other hand, are duly sophisticated and clever. Here the 
reader is presumably adult. It is extraordinary how successful 
he has been in keeping out the sentiment in which this book is 
saturated. Really one might suppose from the pictures that Mr. 
Locke was an impish and merciless writer! Mr. Jean Dulac 
has a happy invention in detail which makes him an excellent 
iljJustrator of a novel, and he avoids tameness by leaning to 
caricature. Obviously he is an exceedingly clever man. Messrs. 
Macmillan’s new edition of James Stephens’ The Crock of Gold is 
illustrated by marginal drawings and pictures in green ink by 
Mr. Wilfred Jones, and it makes a very presentable book. They 
do not compete with the high fantasticalities of the text, which 
is as well. No one has anticipated Mr. Stephens’ peculiar vein 
of fancy, but Martin Tupper anticipated his title. His Crock of 
Gold was a very inferior but highly popular story. Mr. Stephens’ 
fantasy is popular too, but it will never equal the sale of its 
dead, utterly dead, predecessor.

shutting out the reader from a Paradise which he knew to exist 
through past experiences and the testimony of all that had gone 
before. Christmas is the time when the bookshelves of nursery 
and schoolroom are replenished, and we ought to look back a 
little and summon recollections which have almost faded to 
guide our choice. For this choice of books becomes increasingly 
difficult partly because we remember little of what long ago we 
most needed and enjoyed, and partly because there is so much 
nowadays to choose from. In Le Cété de chez Swann the 
boy’s grandmother had selected for his birthday present De 
Musset’s poems, a volume of Rousseau and Indiana. “ For 
while she considered,” I quote from Mr. Scott Moncrieff’s 
admirable translation, “ that light reading was as unwholesome 
as sweets and cakes, she did not reflect that the strong breath of 
genius must have upon the very soul of a child an influence at 
once more dangerous and less quickening than those of fresh 
air and country breezes upon his body. But when my father, 
on learning the names of the books which she proposed to give 
me, had seemed to regard her as insane, she had journeyed 
once more to the booksellers and had fallen back upon the four 
pastoral novels of George Sand. ‘ My dear,’ she had said to 
mamma, ‘I could not allow myself to give the child anything 
that was not well written.’”’ The poor lady’s ideal was an 
impracticable one, and were it realisable I doubt if it would be 
worth pursuing. For in this question of what a child should 
read, a beautiful and mysterious fact must be reckoned with. 
There is something antiseptic in a child’s nature which divests 
what is bad of all its power for mischief. It is a negative virtue. 
Few children appreciate good literature instinctively, but cheap 
sentiment and ugly suggestion have no power over their minds. 
They are changed without effort ‘‘ to favour and to prettiness.”’ 
And so, after all, it does not matter desperately how we choose 
their books, and we had better have an eye to our own prejudices 
in case from time to time the zest for solitary reading should fail 
and we be called upon to resume the part of go-between. It is 
pleasantest perhaps to find ourselves with volumes that have 
been hallowed by tradition. The old collections of fairy stories 
are always being reprinted and illustrated afresh. A charming 
edition of Perrault’s fairy tales has just been issued by George 
Harrap. Perrault is an interesting figure to any student of 
the seventeenth century. He lived in the glorious days of 
le Roi Soleil. He was an amateur of all the arts and of all the 
professions. He coquetted with medicine, with architecture, 
with the Bar. He wrote odes in honour of the King, he made 
designs for the Gobelin tapestries, he engaged in the theological 
controversies of Jesuit and Jansenist, he invented the ballot- 
box, he planned the east front of the Louvre, and one of his 
books initiated the most famous literary quarrel of the century. 
But all these activities are forgotten. His name would have 
passed into oblivion were it not for a volume of children’s stories, 
called Les Contes de la Mere Oye, a volume of which he himself 
was ashamed, for he took pains to conceal its authorship, a volume 
which contained the first immortal versions of Cinderella, Red 
Riding Hood, and Riquet with the Tuft. But Perrault has 
many rivals. Nelson and Son have published a charming selec- 
tion of stories from Hans Andersen. A dozen or so of Andersen’s 
best stories are to be found in this volume, and they are illus- 
trated in the way that children like best. That is to say, there 
are a good many full-page illustrations, weak in drawing but 
prettily coloured and conceived with a certain simplicity and 
grace. The children in these pictures are real children, not 
bad imitations of Aubrey Beardsley, or fantasies reminiscent of 
illustrations in the Sketch and Tatler. If Perrault and Andersen 
seem too familiar, there are Japanese fairy stories republished 
by Messrs. Constable which look most attractive. For very 
small children Picture Tales from the Russian promises diversion. 
The letterpress in this volume is subsidiary, and the chief feature 
of the book is pictures of animals by Valery Carrick, boldly 
executed in black-and-white. When small children are involved, 
there is a good deal to be said for designs to which colour can be 
added at home. 


Besides fairy tales,a great many original stories for children 
appear at this time of year which it is harder for the old to 
appreciate. Messrs. Blackwell have three volumes—The Laugh- 
ing Elf, The Clock and the Cockatoo, and Brown de Bracken. 
The last, an inexpensive volume, containing stories about 
brownies, is perhaps the best of the three. The Laughing Elf 
is more pretentious and some of it quite unintelligible. Here is 
an extract from the first story : 


** Who art thou shining here ?” asked Joy. With his right hand 
the little fellow touched Sorrow upon the arm. 
**IT am your his-ness,” he said, bending his eyes on Joy. ‘“‘ For 





you,” he said, as his left hand touched Joy’s arm, ‘‘ I am your her- 


ness.”” 

“But thou—thou thyself—who art thou ?” 

“Tam not myself a me,” he answered. ‘‘ But when I am grown 
up, I am going to be the me-ness and the you-ness of all the world.” 


This will not suit any child that I have ever come across, and 
no one ought to supply them with such nonsense. 

The adventures of a little boy called Poum have been translated 
from the French of Paul and Victor Margueritte. The book 
is avowedly autobiographical, and even without this admission 
the reader would readily assume that many of the events 
described had really taken place. They bear the signature of 
truth. As a work of art it has one grave defect. The authors 
do not seem to have decided whether they are writing for children 
or for grown-up people : 

In the garden Poum tastes the wild liberty of the lazzerone 
basking in the sun, of the Cossack galloping across the Steppes of 
the Ukraine, of the Esquimaux in his snow hut. 

This does not ring quite true, and the book is full of similar 
passages, in which a point of view at once conventional and self- 
conscious, is superimposed upon what professes to be the simple 
impressions of childhood. But in spite of this defect the fact 
remains that Poum was an exceedingly naughty and ingenious 
little boy. Some of his misapprehensions are delightful, and his 
adventures are described with force and humour. K. A.

way of depicting her is to put her into “ rationals” and give 
her a bicycle and a face like Eve’s in the Tatler. Perhaps this 
expensive, highly-coloured book will find favour in the eyes of 
cultured tots dwelling in cubist nurseries in Hampstead, but 
it will stink in the nostrils of all decent children, and, as though 
to make quite sure of this, the publishers have printed it on 
paper that smells like the inside of a soap-box. 

The Goldfish Bowl is a story of two twins, who have a lovely 
exciting dream. It is a pity that the sentimental eyes of a 
sweetly smiling grown-up are felt upon them all the time and 
that the author cannot refrain from putting things in this way , 

It is more than likely that Peggy and Tim could have borne 
with the Aunts’ physical defects—their oilcloth skin, astrachan 
eyebrows and bony, stiff figures—if only they possessed hearts and 
minds like other people. Their greatest crime was their disbelief 
in fairies, dreams, wishes and all the beautiful ideas that go to the 
gilding of a child’s day and night. 

But the book is charmingly produced and the Rackhamesque 
illustrations of the twins in their willowy pyjamas and the 
strange creatures they meet under water are rather grace- 
ful. Children who have just reached the age at which 
they like reading to themselves will probably like this little 
book, grown-up sentiment and all. 

Denied the pleasure of a ride in Daddy’s new airship, Bennie 
consoles himself with an excursion into insect land, beginning 
with a ride on a butterfly : 

Then the butterfly rose gracefully into the air. The sensation 
was far more delightful than Bennie had ever pictured it. 

That means, of course, it was nicer than he thought it would be, 
and it reminds one of the little girl whose governess asked her 
what was the shape of the earth. “ An oblate spheroid,” said

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quite right, but that it was nicer for little girls to say, “ It’s 
shaped like an orange.” This would be a pleasant little book 
to read to very small children. 

Miss Rees’s bright, clear-cut illustrations to Barbara in Pizie- 
Land have a character all their own. They are fanciful without 
being vague, and modern without reminding you either of the 
Russian Ballet or of Mabel Lucie Attwell. The story is rather 
exciting, too, and the dialogues good. Most children’s dream- 
stories nowadays taste a little of Lewis Carroll, just as most 
sonnets taste of Shakespeare. Perhaps in this book the taste is 
just a little too strong: 

“A glove—the only thing I haven’t got,” said Barbara, tragi- 
cally, to the pig . . . “I'd willingly give the pair that cost the 
most to have one to give him.” 

““Ah!” muttered the pig, ‘’tis better to have gloves that eost 
than never to have gloves at all." 

The idea of making puzzles of all the Pixies’ names and giving 
the answers at the end is good. 

Miss Lettice Fisher’s Stories for Mary is much more simply 
got up; only the frontispiece is coloured, and of the other illus- 
trations none occupies a whole page. The cover is a plain, 
sober green with the title in gilt lettering. Scarcely one of the 
foregoing books that could not be more exciting to unwrap on a 
Christmas breakfast-table, and yet there is a solidity of pleasure 
in it that the others lack completely. It is the kind of book 
that might well become a family stand-by to be returned to 
over and over again, for there is a simple seriousness in its 
quiet narrative style that even Mr. Housman has not attained, 
The author can discuss the habits of fairies and derelict bottles 
with all the gravity of Sir Sidney Lee conjecturing a disputed 
point in Shakespeare’s biography : 

Now bottles, strange as it may seem, are very common objects 
upon the tide-line. They swim ashore nearly every tide and lie 
quietly upon the seaweed. It is all right as long as they do not 
break, and fortunately they usually seem to remain whole. I 
suppose someone picks them up, or perhaps they float in and out 
with the tide, but anyhow there always seems to be a great many of 
them. They make rather good playthings, and are very useful 
for carrying sea-water about, if one happens to need it for one’s 
aquarium or for refilling an empty pool or anything of that kind . . . 


It is so simple that you do not notice it till you have read on 
for some time ; and then you discover the thin flavour of summer 
evenings and cottages and old lace that hangs about it. 

But if Mr. Housman cannot quite do this, there is much that 
he can do. He can tell a beautiful story beautifully. He does 
not attempt to identify himself with the child’s mind as he talks, 
and most of his stories, like those of his master, Andersen, are 
likely to appeal as much to grown-ups as to children. They are 
like Andersen’s, too, in that without being allegories, they are 
charged with the emotions of maturity ; for he seems to share 
that rare faculty of separating his emotion from thejactual events 
that gave rise to it and keeping it until he finds a fairy story 
that will take it and give it its purest form. The stories in these 
two volumes are all reprinted from four volumes of fairy stories 
that were published between 1894 and 1904. A Chinese Fairy 
Tale, The Story of the Herons and Japonel might be selected for 
their charm, though few of the other tales fall far below the 
standard these set. Mr. Housman’s prose gives the impression 
of much care and labour expended on it ; it is sometimes a little 
stiff, but at its best it tinkles with a Spenserian sweetness : 

Whenever she crossed the threshold of her home, the birds and 
flowers began calling to her, ‘“ Look up, Japonel! Look down, 

Japonel!’’ for the sight of the sweet face they loved so much. 

The squirrel called over its bough, ‘“‘ Look up, Japonel!”’ and the 

rabbit between the roots, ‘“‘ Japonel, look down!” And Japonel 

as she went, looked up and looked down, and laughed, thinking 
what a sweet-sounding place the world was. 


It is the more sweet-sounding for such a paragraph. The illus- 
trations are the author’s own, engraved on the wood by Clemence 
Housman. They are of the old-fashioned dark kind, where the 
princesses have wide, whorling dresses and furious hair, and faces 
and attitudes are passionate. They are just the kind we would 
desire for the text. 

Professor Meiklejohn’s Golden Primer, with its delicious 
designs and illustrations by Walter Crane, is a kind of illustrated 
“* Step by Step ” for teaching children to read. It is absolutely 
delightful and a miracle at half-a-crown. 

The Velveteen Rabbit is a very pretty, ingenious story. It 
has real fancy in it. No grown-up person who reads it aloud 


to children will be bored. Mr. Nicholson is a fastidious artist ; 
if the fancy had not been genuine, he would not have been 
so well inspired.

This book has not been re-issued since 1826, but though much 
has changed since then the nature of hounds and foxes has not, and 
the contemporary M.F.H. will find good advice in it. Lord Willoughby 
de Broke writes a lively introduction ; himself an M.F.H., he speaks 
with authority. It is a book which every sporting library should 
contain. 


PHILOSOPHY AND PSYCHOLOGY 


PHILOSOPHICAL STUDIES. By G. E. Moore. Routledge. 15s. 

A most important collection of essays by a philosopher who has had 
a great influence on other philosophers, and may be regarded as the 
founder of the new realism. The book contains the most searching 
criticism of Pragmatism and the clearest yet published.
